Three Blood chiefs were sent 
through east to-night for a similar purpose 
of impressing them with the power of the 
whites. : 

A serious accident occurred on the Cana- 
dian Pacific some fifty or sixty miles east of 
Rat Portage on Sunday morning last. A slide 
had occurred at the side of alakeanda 
plunge occurred when the express for Win- 
nipeg reached that point. Engineer Fetterly 
was killed, six others injured and all the 
train destroyed by fire, including five Pull- 
man’s.

Wit 
this object in view he will again visit Englan 
afterthe holidays, Rails for sixty miles have 
already heen shipped and he says that steam- 
ship service has been fully arranged for.

event work has already been commenc 
near the city on the first section and a larve 
force of men has been employed.
